AND HIS FATAL WEAKNESS* 


Familiar Story of Samson, Man of Mighty Mus- 


cles and Prankster Mind — What Happens 
When God Leaves a Man the Final Crash of 
Victory. 


By WILLIAM T. ELLIS 


What use are the strong going 


to make of their strength? 
That is as real a problem for 
myriads of our young people to- 
day as it was in the case of 
Samson, the strong man of Israel 
in the era of the 
Judges. JKls 
parents had 
dedicated him 
to 
the service of God and their op- 
pressed 
country. 
Samson 
wns 
under the Nazarltes' vow, to 
drink no wine, leave his hair 
uncut and forego sensual pleas- 
ures. His parents dreamed that 
he 'would become a deliverer and 
judge of his nation. 
Instead, Samson became what 
modern lingo calls a "exhibition- 
ist," a play-boy, a prankster, a 
propounder of riddles, a Belt-In- 
dulging "fast" young man. His 
unique quilitlcs he employed for 
his own pleasure, rather than 
for public service. 
He Married the Wrong Girl 
Samson's 
first 
wilful 
blunder 
was in marrying the wrong girl. 
His roving fancy 
fell 
upon a 
Philistine maid, and he demand- 
ed that his parents get her for 
him as wife. They remonstrated: 
were there not plenty of beauti- 
ful and suitable maidens among 
the Hebrews? 
They knew, as older persons 
everywhere know, 
that 
young 
persons should marry only with- 
in the bounds of their own race 
and religion. All of us are fa- 
irilliar 
with 
tragedies 
which 
have followed violations of thla 
fundamental law. What tales I 
could 
tell to 
Illustrate 
this 
truth! 
But, alas, heady youth is often 
least wise when wisdom is most 
needed. 
No other step 
In a 
young person's life, save only his 
settling his personal relationship 
with God, is so important as the 
choice of a wife or a husband. 
Then, if ever, strong 
common 
sense should rule. It Is folly, and 
a sheer abdication of good judg- 
ment, for two youths to run of 
to a magistrate for an uncon- 
sldered 
marriage 
of 
Impulse. 
There need be little wonder that 
'so many such weddings quickly 
wind up In the divorce court. 
Every boy and ' girl should early 
be taught, "When you marry, do 
go within the limits of your own 
race and religion: and look well 
before you leap." That counsel 
•s,ums up the wisdom of the ages. 


A Famous Riddle.

.and her family were slain by the 
Philistines. 
But Samson took another Phll- 
;istlne .wife, Delilah, who, after 
,many failures, wormed -from him 
.the, secret that his strength was 
,in his hair, The loss of hair 
.•would mean the breaking of the 
•vow with Jehovah. Thus at last 
•the enemy mastered 
him, and 
put out his eyes, and set him 
at 'the animal task of grinding 
a mill. Let's Be Serious. 
We may well take counsel with 
Samson. For ours is a frivolous, 
superficial 
day, ' Despite 
the 
•weight of woe that bears down 
on the 
world, the 
prevailing 
mood Is trifling. Myriads, espe- 
cially of youth, are content with 
trivial Interests and trashy pleas- 
ures. A radio station manager 
tells me that eighty per cent of 
his hearers vote for jazz music. 
Most motion pictures are cheap 
and 
tawdry. 
The 
.magazines 
which 
crowd 
our 
newsstands 
would, for the far greater part; 
better be left unread. Evidently, 
the Samson mood is abroad In 
the world. 
. . . . 
.For Samson's basic sin was his 
failure to take himself and life 
seriously. 
He 
would 
sacrifice 
years of usefulness for a mo- 
mentary 
gratification. 
He was 


wilful, headstrong, Impulsive, Ir- 
responsible. 
And 
that 
sort of 
, young man Is forever and ev- 
erywhere In for trouble, and for 
a bitter reckoning. 
A Giant's Stength 
Today's young man enters up- 
on life with more equipment of 
power and knowledge at his com-' 
mand than the youth of ' any 
other generation. He is "the heir 
of all the ages," But he needs 
the serious purpose and Intense 
application ' that gave 
us 
the 
great men of earlier eras. • 


Old Israel had ono crying grief 
In Samson's day. It was subject 
to the Philistines; He was fitted 
In all but his own attitude, to 
become a deliverer. But ho sold 
his birthright for an unsatisfac- 
tory mess of heathen pottage. An 
equal lack of deep Interest fqr 
the welfare of our 'time Is found 
in a multitude 
of

COLLEGE STATION, July 26.— 


W)—It may sound hard to believe, 
but a $20,0000 appropriation made 
by the State Legislature in 1931 
is returning to Texas property 
owners a saving of approximate- 
ly $10,000,000 a year in prevent- 
ing fire loss, and at a cost of 
about $4,000 annually. 
That appropriation 
was made 


for the equipping and operation 
of the Firemen's Training School 
at Texas A. and M. College and 
the bulk of the original mdhey 
was spent for fire fighting appa- 
ratus and other permanent equip- 
ment. 
The $4,000 annual cost is 
spent for the salary and expen- 
ses of Field Instructor G. F. Wil- 
liams, who 
spends 
about 
ten 
months of each year travelling 
through Texas 
Instructing 
fire 


departments In the latest and ap- 
proved methods of fire fighting 
and fire prevention, according to 
H. R. Brayton, director of the 
school. 
The training was organized un- 


der Prof Prayton's guidance in 
1929 and the first annual Fire- 
man's Training School was held 
in 1930, when 76 cities sent 196 
men to attend the course. 
It 
has grown annually, 
until this 
year 245 cities were represented 
and approximately 
600 
firemen 


took part in the training. 
Key Bate Reduction 


It was not until 1933, however, 
and after the appropriation men- 
tioned had been made, that the 
•work was extended to the field 
Cities sending representative to 
the course receive a three per 
cent reduction In their key rate 
provided the existing rato is not 
twenty cents or lower. 
Figures

Brayton show that between $40,- 
000 and $50,000 In redused fire In- 
surance premiums are saved by

tarian ideals will not come 
in fields of 
personal 
and 


human liberties, but in the 
comparison of 
what 
our 


method of life can provide 
in 
the way 
of a higher 


standard of living, security 
of condition and industrial 
democracy." 


He finds democratic lib- 


erties today not impaired, 
but made more difficult by 
what he calls "a dual gov-

If we may Judge from 


numerous n e w s photo- 
graphs, Premier Mussolini 
is a very athletic 
fellow 


and quite skilled in a great 
many sports. 
None of his 


companions can beat him 
at fencing or 
riding 
or 


swimming. Perhaps 
they 


wouldn't if they could, but 
let that pass. He sets a 
pace which fellow-Fascists 
think they must follow, and 
sometimes they come 
to 


grief doing so. 


There was a pitiful story 


recently of four 
"Fascist 


party chiefs" who tried to 
show off their own proweis 
before the Duce. Two of 
them, 
jumping 
from 
a 


springboard over bayonets, 
missed their distance and 
landed on the sharp points 
of the weapons. Another, 
leaping through a ring of 
fire, missed his distance and 
got a little scorched. The 
fourth landed on top of a 
tank, which was not his in- 
tention, and injured

chest.

noon while police cajoled him In

attempts to 
dissuade

thoughts of suicide. 


With the coming of night he 


had become a pale blur as dark- 
ness crept up the limestone walls 
of the Hotel Gotham, Fifth Ave- 
nue and 55th Street, a blur some- 
times lost in the gloom, some- 
times faintly picked out by the 
spark of a freshly lighted cig- 
arette. 


In the beginning, fear had chill- 


ed the 
hearts of all who saw 


him. But fear 
had passed and 


speculative talk was exchanged, 
and sorry gibes, arguments, wise- 
cracks. 


Focal Point for Day. 


Obscure In 
life, Ward, a 26- 


year-old 
unemployed bank teller 


of Southampton, Long Island, be- 
came perhaps the biggest human 
focal point in the city for a day. 


And 
so a 
kind 
of perverted 


holiday spirit grew 
upon 
the 


crowd that watched him teeter- 
ing on his dizzy perch. There 
were 
overtones, 
cynicism. 
He 


wouldn't jump. Not by a long 
shot. Amateur 
psychologists de- 


bated the point. AH agreed he 
wouldn't jump. 


The police tried new means of 


saving him—hoisting up a cargo 
net they had borrowed 
from

ship—and then John Ward made 
his decision. 


The 
pale blur detached Itself 


from 
the 
gloom 
high above. A 


horrified gasp, then 
a 
scream 


from the crowd, and Ward plung- 
ed to his death.

mother and his sister, the, persua-

AVork to Save Hid Life. 


The police and 
firemen

suade Ward from jumping didn't 
spare themselves. Police stood for 
hours 
on duty. Firemen waited 


with a safety net, which nobody 
expected to save Ward. 


Ward, the Southampton police

life on July 11, 1037, by cutting 
his throat with a knife.

Saturday, and Representative Mc- 
Farlane of Texas, who was forced 
into a run-off primary. Maverick 
for four years has been one of the 
most vociferous Roosevelt backers 
In congress, and McFarlane gener- 
ally has supported the president.
